Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 01/03/06 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's remarks: the Finality of the Office Action is improper. The 
Independent Claim 1 was amended to incorporate the recitations of 
cancelled Claim 5. Thus, a new search was not necessitated by Applicants' 
Amendment as noted by MPEP 706.07. 

Examiner's response: Applicant's amendment was cancelled in Claim 5 
and amendments with Claim 5 to the Independent Claim 1 . It was created 
the new issues in the Independent Claim 1 . The reference has used to reject 
the Independent Claim 1 with the same one in the previous rejection. 
MPEP 706.07 is not anticipated in this case. See MPEP 706.07 "...amend 
as often as the examiner presents new references or reasons for 
rejection...".
